REMARKS 

In the Office Action dated November 24, 2003, the Examiner set forth the requirement 
that the AppHcant elect a species pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 121 as the single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable. Pursuant to the Examiner's request. Applicant elects Group 1, Sp ecies I (w hich 
encompasses Figs, 1-3 A, 4A and 4B) as the single disclosed species for prosecution. The 
following claims are encompassed by Group I, Species I: Claims 1-6, 13-21, 26-36, 43-47, 53, 
54, and 56-58. At least Claim 1 is a generic claim. Various other claims of the application are 
also generic. Remaining claims 7-12, 22-25, 37-42, 48-52, and 55 are withdrawn from 
consideration pending allowance of a generic claim pertaining thereto.
